ETWEEN the covers of this book will be found 
a collection of beautiful homes that can be built 
at comparatively moderate cost. 

In selecting the designs two things were uppermost 
in our thoughts: First, to have homes with an artistic 
exterior following some certain period of architecture ; 
and, second, but most important, a practical lay-out 
of rooms. 

It is but four years ago that the first edition of this 
book was issued. That it filled a real need was evid- 
enced by its large sale. To further serve the intending 
home owner as well as the practical builder we have 
prepared this new second edition. 

Outside of its name, the present edition is an en- 
tirely new book on the same order as the first edition 
but containing new designs embodying all the latest 
improvements in home architecture. 

Many a family today would be living in its 
own home if it could realize that it is a decided 
economy to build one’s own home. It can be done 
too, if one has only a moderate amount of cash, as the 
halance of the cost may be secured from a Building 
and Loan Association or other source. Building loans 
are easier to obtain now than they were during the 
past few years, and there is no trouble in securing 
building loans on desirable property of from fifty to 
seventy per cent of the value of the house and lot 
combined, which requires so little cash that almost 
anybody will have it, if they truly want to build. 

The money thus obtained is usually paid back in 
installments like rent—so much every month. <A plan 
of this sort is a most desirable one, as within a com- 
paratively few years the home will be owned free and 
clear. 

Just think of what it means to have your own home, 
located just where you want it, planned with all the 
little comforts and conveniences that you have 
dreamed of! The little garden, green trees all around, 
a real place for the children to play, and congenial 


neighbors whom one really knows instead of rarely 
seeing, as is the case in the city. 

Besides the advantages of comfort and economy, 
there is a very real social and business advantage at- 
tached to owning one’s own home. Employers favor 
the man who has proved his ability to handle his own 
affairs as evidenced in the ownership of a home; such 
men have formed habits that indicate they will be more 
than ordinarily successful in handling a department 
or an entire business. It is undeniable also that home 
ownership makes for better home life and better cit- 
izenship, thus benefiting both the country and the 
individual. 

And socially, have you ever noticed the respect, one 
might almost say envy, with which announcement of 
one’s building plans are received? Families that own 
their own home are regarded as having arrived, they 
are looked up to as being of the better, more desirable 
class. Sons and daughters of such families have a 
far better chance to mingle with desirable people; they 
live in the atmosphere of success that always makes 
for success. 

‘“But how shall I get the kind of building I want?’’ 
is the natural query of people who want to own their 
own home. 

There are two ways. One is to engage the services 
of a good architect, who will charge from 5 per cent 
to 10 per cent of the cost of the house for his services, 
and it is worth it. On a six room house costing $7,000, 
that charge would be from $350 up. The percentage 
established by the American Institute of Architects 
for small homes is 10 per cent, or $700 on a $7,000 
house, which, of course, includes supervision of the 
building. 

Now, to add $700 to the cost of a small house is 
an expense that many wish to avoid. Therefore many 
homes are erected from home-made plans, and this 
has unfortunately resulted in the erection of numerous 
houses with inconveniently arranged rooms and an 
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exterior that is entirely lacking in architectural beauty, 
Such a home is a disappointment to the owner, a 
detriment to the neighborhood and a poor business 
investment. 


HOW TO SECURE PLANS OF HOUSES 
SHOWN IN THIS BOOK 


1% this book we present plans of small houses de- 
signed by some of the best small house archi- 
tects in this country, men whose ability and exper- 
ience command a good fee for their work. To raise 
the standard of home building they have kindly con- 
sented to cooperate with us so that we are able to 
furnish copies of some of their small house plans at 
a moderate price. 

The plans are working drawings in blue print form, 
together with specifications, and are absolutely com- 
plete in every detail, befitting the work of architects 
of national reputation.

Figuring 


HE house of one’s dreams 
may be a dream only if one 
hasn’t the means with which 

to finance it. Therefore the cost of 
a house is a factor that is very im- 
portant to consider for the intend- 
ing home builder. 

It is now not necessary for one 
to have all the money on hand, as 
there are many loaning institutions 
that will be glad to advance the 
money. It is, however, necessary to 
have a certain sum to invest. 

Interest must be paid on the 
amount of the loan and a certain 
sum paid off regularly so that in a 
number of years one will own the 
property free and clear. 

To know the kind of a home you 
ean afford is simple enough. You 
know your income. About 25% of 
this ean safely be allocated as the 
amount you can pay yearly for your 
home; and this sum must take care 
of interest, instalments, insurance, 
taxes, repairs, ete. 

The various designs shown in this 
book ean be economically built, and 
to give one an idea on which to base 
the price of a completed structure, 
a rough rule is to allow 40 cents per 
eubie foot for the complete home. 
In figuring this cubie contents we 
start with the footings in the cellar 
and end at the top of the roof. 

Another rough rule is to figure 
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the Cost of a Home 


about $10.00 per square foot for a 
two-story and attic house. For a 
bungalow, figure $6.50 per square 
foot, and for a bungalow with attic 
figure $7.50 per square foot. These 
prices are for ordinary good con- 
struction exclusive of heating plant. 

There are many ways of adding 
to the cost of the house, and many 
ways of saving some money. AS a 
guide to the reader we give in table 
form a schedule of cost of the cot- 
tage shown on the opposite page. 

This is a home where every item 
was considered with an eye on 
economy. Good materials were used 
throughout and yet construction and 
equipment costs were sliced to a 
minimum. Will the beauty and com- 
fort of this home be endangered by 
the omission of this item? This test 
was used repeatedly. The result? 
A home of which the owner may 
well be proud. 


A Minimum Cost 


HEN plans have been decided 

upon it is best to determine a 
basic price. That is, a cost for 
which the house could be built minus 
luxuries and equipment features 
that are just within the class of 
essentials. Then the owner knows 
the minimum cost and ean readily 
figure how much additional is justi- 
fied for better finishes and the in-

clusion of comfort and convenience 
features. 

This must not be interpreted to 
mean the letting of a contract for 
construction only; equipment to be 
taken care of as ‘‘extra’’ charges. 
The final contract figure skould 
cover everything that can be reason- 
ably determined before the work is 
started. There can be little grounds 
for misunderstanding if this is done. 
Changes may be deemed necessary 
as the work progresses, of course; 
it is almost humanly impossible for 
a client to visualize his home from 
the plans and provide for every- 
thing as he wishes it. 


Using Complete Specifications 


Most builders prefer to bid on 
specifications that are complete in 
every detail. Then no controversies 
arise regarding costs of extra items. 

Because competition is keen in the 
building field it is not fair to con- 
tractors to ask them to bid on in- 
complete and loosely drawn speci- 
fications. If omissions are made, the 
honest builder will call them to your 
attention. 

On the other hand if all bidders 
feel that you are driving a bargain, 
every item left out of specifications 
provides a loop-hole. A low bid will 
result, while as the work draws to 
a close it is found that charges have 
been made for every afterthought 
and addition to the original require- 
ments. 


Standardized Products 


PECIFY by “brand wherever 

possible. Talk it over with the 
builder and decide upon materials 
and equipment that are generally 
recognized for quality. If every- 
thing is left to the man who must 
build within a certain cost range, 
the results will be grounded on a 
price rather than a quality basis. 

Take your bidders into your con- 
fidence and determine how much 
need be spent. Assemble all neces- 
sary items and then let builders bid 
upon the job. Specifications will be 
complete and fair to all concerned. 

A home costs so much to build 
and the builder must be allowed a 
reasonable profit for his supervisions, 
risk, ete. 

A layman in the building field 
can not hope to drive a one-sided 
bargain with men long experienced 
in their own profession. Com- 
petitive bidding eliminates excess 
profit; it does not strike for jobs 
below cost.

PLAIN, substantial house 
without ‘‘gingerbread’’ of 
any kind. A house that will, 
as the years go by, require little in 
the way of repairs. Its appearance 
is simple, and its architecture, in a 
modified Italian style, renders it 
suitable for any surroundings. 
The stucco walls, untouched by 
needless ornamentation; the wun- 
broken hipped roof with broad, 
overhanging eaves, and the recessed 
entrance with baleony above are all 


ty of the exterior stucco texture. 

Where a pebble or large size ag- 
eregate is used in place of sand, ad- 
mirable color effects can be achieved 
by bringing the stone out into bold 
relief against the cement  back- 
geround. This ean be accomplished 
either by throwing the stones or 
pebbles into the finish coat of stucco, 
or by combining them in the mix 
and bringing it to the surface after- 
wards by scrubbing or treating it 
with acid. 


from the projecting stones with a 
sponge dipped in a one-quarter solu- 
tion of muriatie acid. Clear water 
will remove all traces of the acid. 

The house shown here, with a 
smooth sand finish tinted to a deli- 
eate pink, shows off to excellent ad- 
vantage against its background. 

A tile entrance leads into a cen- 
tral hallway, to the left of which 
the living room spans the entire 
depth. A massive fireplace stands 
between French doors that lead to 


in keeping with the design. The 
house sets close to the ground, giv- 
ing it a solid and substantial char- 
acter, and one of pleasing propor- 
tion. 

The walls are of terra cotta block, 
with a stucco exterior treatment of 
fine texture, as is preferable for a 
building facing a city street. Tinted 
in an appropriate color scheme, such 
a house will win interest and ad- 
miration. 

Stueco can be colored either by 
the use of colored sand or with min- 
eral pigment. Colored sand or stone 
chips combine with the cement to 
produce an unfading tint of fine- 
ness and delicacy. The use of this 
combination also enhances the beau- 


By the first system, the aggregate 
should be applied as soon as the fin- 
ish coat is on, and one-quarter inch 
stone chips are most suitable for the 
purpose. About 15 pounds of ag- 
gregate are required per square yard 
of surface. When the chips have 
adhered to the wall, they should be 
pressed in with a wooden float. 


X 

F the method of combining the 
aggregate in the mix is to be 
used, the proportions should be one 
part cement, one and one-half parts 
sand, and one and one-half parts 
aggregate of one-eighth to one- 
quarter inch. The wall should be 
permitted to dry for 24 hours, after 
which the cement can be washed 
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the tile-paved living poreh. The 
dining room, kitchen and pantry oc- 
cupy the other side of the house, 
with a large closet opening from the 
kitchen. 

Upstairs are four good sized bed- 
rooms. Between two front chambers 
is a dressing room—a novel feature 
and one that costs but little in the 
total investment. It makes possible 
smaller bedrooms. 

A cellar under the entire house 
accommodates the laundry, heating 
plant and storage rooms. In the 
construction of this house no furring 
is used, but the walls are coated 
with, a dampproof compound under 
the stueco to prevent moisture pene- 
trating the walls. Cost $12,500.

The Compact 
Dutch Colonial Home 


HE low, general lines and overhanging eaves of the 

| Dutch Colonists are carried out in this six-room house. 
It provides a compact plan, and is ingenious in the 
logical placing and size of rooms in relation to each other. 


There are six rooms, bathroom and nine closets, also an 
attie and full basement. Cost about $7,000. 


This house can be placed on a lot ranging in size from 
35 ft. to 40 ft. in width. It is designed to face west or 
north. For other facings the plans can be reversed. 


The house is of wood construction on masonry founda- 
tion, wide wood siding for walls, and roof shingled. 


In many ways this is a model small home. It often has 
been built at remarkably low cost, and offers about as much 
for the money as can be contained within the allotted floor 
space. 

Housewives will be pleased with the accommodation and 
convenience of arrangement afforded by the kitchen plan- 
ning. The sink is placed under the window with drain 
boards on one or both sides and with cupboards running to 
both sides so as to fill up the whole end wall of this room. 
ae is a built-in refrigerator and space for a kitchen 
table. 


If it is desired to use a coal burning range an additional 
flue can be added in the corner of the kitchen. In the entry 
way there are spaces for brooms, vacuum cleaner, and shelves 
for the storage of kitchen provisions. 

The lving room, while it boasts no strikingly unusual 
features, represents the acme of comfortable arrangements.

A Brick and Stucco House of Character

HIS illustration shows the lay- 

out of a 20x100 ft. lot such as 

is commonly sold in our larger 

cities. On this we have placed the 

14 ft. wide house which gives a pas- 

sage of 3 ft. all around same. If the 

neighboring houses are also ‘placed 

3 ft. away from the lot line this means 

there will be 6 ft. of air space between 
houses. 


This house is set back 10 ft. from 
sidewalk line which gives just a space 
in front for a grass plot, lined with 
a low privet hedge and an arched 
gateway. A foundation planting 
(V, V) is of low growing evergreens. 
In the one corner marked B is located 
a barberry. 

A cemented walk leads from the 


arch gate to the front steps and 
around one side of the walk from 


which access is had to the kitchen and - 


to the rear garden. 


One little section of the cemented 
walk near the corner is set apart for 
flowers and small evergreens. The 
effect of this is a pleasing spot just 
as one leaves the home grounds. 


The cemented walk, as our diagram 
shows, ends at the rear line of the 
house and then starts a path of step- 
ping stones leading to the rear porch 
steps—other stepping stones lead 
towards the back of the yard circling 
around a small fountain, and then 
leading back to a two-seated pergola. 
In back of this pergola there is a 
rock garden filled with ferns and then 
rock plants, and in back of same is a

The shrubs se- 
lected are such that will do well in 
almost any location and, best of all, 
can be had at a very low cost. 


Succession of bloom is provided for 
as well as a variety of color without 


any clashing. Some of the plants are 


evergreen, so that the effect will be 
good both winter and summer, and in 
freezing weather the fountain can be 
turned on for a short while so as to 
produce an artistic ice fountain. 
What more could one want on a

VEN though this bungalow is characteristic of 
many smaller homes in the mountain states and 
on the Pacific Coast, it nevertheless is growing 

in popularity in many other sections of the country. 
Its general character is of the Italian style. 

The plan is compact. The exterior is simple in 
design, yet so highly refined that it is a home of great 
architectural distinction. The plans eall for hollow 
tile walls, with exterior finish in stucco, perhaps light 
pink in tone.

HE popularity of New Eng- 

land Colonial design has 

never been threatened. Of 
all our early American architectural 
traditions, this type and the Dutch 
Colonial alone remain. Mostly is it 
due to their square—or at least rec- 
tangular—floor plans that they owe 
their consistent favor. And to their 
adaptability to various exterior 
treatments. Frame, brick, stucco; 
all these lend themselves to the New 
England Colonial. 

The architect’s perspective indi- 
eates wide siding. This handling is 
perhaps the most extensively used, 
although other exterior finishes are 
rapidly growing in usage. The im- 
portant consideration is’ that con- 
trasting colors should be employed 
in walls and shutters. 

This interpretation has used 
the shutter-type for the lower 
windows with more modern blinds 
above. 


Fine Details Make 
This Type of House 


a Favorite Everywhere 
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be overlooked. Relation of door to 
flanking windows and _ fan-light 
above; angle of pedimented roof and 
design of supporting columns are all 
items of great importance. 

Windows with tiny panes are also 
demanded by the correct New Eng- 
land Colonial.

Within there are many details 
with which modern living has dis- 
agreed and where new materials 
and treatment have proved more 
practical and economical.

HIS is a Colonial house where 
nothing has been slighted that 
might enhance the flavor of 

early American precedent. From 
walls of rich creamy siding and a 
roof of dark brown tint, one’s at- 
tention turns to the decorative 
scheme embodied in a red brick chim- 
ney and garage walls and blinds of 
apple green.

HE tremendous popularity of 

the Dutch Colonial does not 

necessarily mean that mono- 
tony of style is unavoidable. The 
owner’s taste will usually dictate 
those little changes that make for 
individuality.

Outstanding, of course, is the 
peaked gable surmounting the en- 
trance.

{YOR the house itself, cream colored 
siding, a shingled roof in varie- 
gated shades of brown, and blue or 
green shutters are used to best ad- 
vantage in the Dutch Colonial.

At least you will have access to 
your shovel if your garage is made 
an integral part of the house with 
connecting door between. Too often 
though this desire for comfort and 
convenience permits of unpardon- 
able fire hazards. 

The built-in garage can be made 
fire-resistant and on his next job 
the builder should make sure that 
he is doing the work the right way. 
Here are a few suggestions that may 
be found in the report of the Build- 
ing Code Committee, Bureau of 
Standards, Dept. of Commerce, in 
its bulletin on Small Dwelling Con- 
struction. The regulations to be ob- 
served are based on authoritative 
data compiled by the committee. 

The floor and ceiling shall be un- 
pierced and shall have a fire re- 
sistance of one hour based on rec- 
ognized tests.

The kitchen is efficiently planned and has the sink under 
two windows. <A good closet for pots and pans will be 
appreciated by the housewife.

One of the most characteristic things of all about English 
architecture, especially in respect to small homes, is its 
unassuming character. It does not project up into the 
sky with bold effront.

HE design is an es- 
pecially beautiful 
one for a_ five-room 


bungalow. The high pitched 
roof, the massive outside 
chimney with its chimney 
pots, the casement windows 
and the stone floored terrace 
to the entrance show the in- 
fluence of the English cot- 
tage style. Mueh skill has 
been displayed in adapting 
an English exterior to a 
small American bungalow 
without sacrifice to either 
the exterior or the plan. 

It is a fact that the Eng- 
lish rambling cottage means 
a shghtly greater expediture 
for a given amount of floor 
area. For the small home, 
however, where extra breaks 
in the roof line and wall L’s 
the additional costs will not 
run into any great sums of 
money. The prospective 
home builder who fancies 
this type of home will find 
that the added cost is well 
merited. 

The splendid living room 
is a feature of the house. 
The floor has been lowered 
one step and the ceiling 
raisea into the roof so that 
the ceiling height is 10 ft. 
6 in. <A noble window ex- 
tending to the floor level 
adds to its beauty and in- 
dividual character. 

You enter this home from 
the little covered entrance at

the side, either into the 
vestibule or through the 
French doors that open into 
the dining room. 

One step above this living 
room is bedroom No. 1, a 
chamber of ample size and 
one convenient to the bath 
through a small hall. At 
the other end of this hall is 
another bedroom looking out 
upon the flag court in the 
rear. The bathroom is an- 
other good example of a 
commodious, practical ar- 
rangement worked into a 
small space. 

Fortunately a good porch 
overlooking a beautiful 
garden can be attached to 
the house without altering 
the general design by inclos- 
ing the terrace at the south- 
west corner. 

When _ properly __land- 
scaped, in accordance with 
the quaint English flavor of 
the house itself, it will pro- 
vide an excellent setting.

in the early period of our existence as a nation. 


HE design shown here differs in 
| the main from the so-called 
Colonial style by the methods the 
architect has used to obtain balante. 
The scheme is not symmetrical as it 
often is in purely Colonial houses. Here 
balance is obtained not by symmetry, 
but by skillful management of the plan 
units and roof planes. The front line 
of the house is no longer square, but 
ell-shaped, which has made it possible 
for the designer to put a wholly dif- 
ferent flavor into the exterior.

'f [= house avoids the com- 
monplace in design; in every 
detail it shows unusual char- 

acter; it is a house that would stand

Yet there is nothing freakish about 
the design. It is, throughout in the 
best of taste and, at the same time, it 
is unusual. It follows along the Old 
English cottage type of architecture. 

The roof is handled so that a very 
pleasing variety in form and outline 
is obtained. The entrance gable has 
the roof brought down to the tops of 
the first story windows, and the plain 
stucco walls of this gable form a 
fitting setting for the heavy door- 
way.

HE man or woman searching for a five-room 

bungalow design of originality and charm, 

a home with an unustal arrangement of 
rooms and different in appearance from the average 
commonplace shoebox bungalow will appreciate this 
plan. Especially will it interest anyone who de- 
sires a handsome, individual living room, a room 
with high vaulted ceiling, long casement windows 
and a fireplace. 

The chief feature of the interior is the change in 
floor levels, which makes a fine, high-ceilinged living 
room possible.

To build in this style is a little 
more costly owing to the materials 
used, but this is counterbalanced by 
the fact that this type of-house re- 
quires but few repairs. 

The walls are built of terra-cotta 
block. and are stueccoed on the out- 
side. The stucco is a deep buff color 
and is applied with a rough trow- 
elled finish. Red Spanish tiles in 
various shades are used to cover the 
roof. 


The setting shown is Mexican or 
Southern Californian. This does not 
mean, however, that the true Span- 
ish type can not be placed advan- 
tageously in a typically American 
landscape. Ordinary shrubbery 
silhouetted against the pure white of 
stuccoed walls is usually as effective 
as the cactus and desert plants 
shown in the perspective.
